when Gilbert and  Sullivan’s 
“Pinafore” is given at Mount 
Hermon tomorrow evening for 


students only and in the Audi- 
torium next Saturday for the 
general public. More than 100 
Hermon and Seminary students 
will take part as principals, as 
members of the chorus and in 
the orchestra, all the singers be- 
ing members of the a capella 
choir which received so much 
praise for their part in the re- 
cent sacred concert. 

The action of this classic 
among comic operas takes place 
entirely on the quarter-deck of 
H. M. S. “Pinafore,” with a view 
of Portsmouth in the distance. 
The rising curtain reveals the 
Boastwain. and _ sailors cleaning 
brasswork and_ splicing rope. 
Little Buttercup, a bumboat wo- 
man, enters with her stock of 
small wares for sale. It soon de- 
velops that a handsome young 
sailor, Ralph Rackstraw by name 
is in love with his Captain’s 
daughter, Josephine, a _ love 
doomed to be hopeless because 
of the difference in their rank, 
and because she is betrothed to 
the First Lord of the Admiralty, 
Sir Joseph Porter, K. C. B. In his 
tender passion Ralph has_ the 
sympathy of his messmates, ex- 
cepting one ill-favored fellow, 
Dick Deadeye; but he has like- 
wise succeeded in winning the 
love, though unconfessed, of 
Josephine, to whom Sir Joseph’s 
attentions are unwelcome. The 
lovers confess their mutual pas- 
sion and plan to steal ashore at 
midnight and be secretly mar- 
ried, a plan which Diek Deadeye 
overhears, and resolves to frus- 
trate.

As the silt left by the flood is 
dried out by the wind and sun 
on the meadow land, it is sus- 
ceptible to be carried up by the 
strong winds which prevail into 
dust clouds and at times certain 
portions of our community is be- 
fogged. The dust not only pene- 
trates the homes of our residents 
but its constant inhalation is a 
source of much throat trouble 
and constant irritation. At the 
suggestion of the Board of Se- 
lectmen, Dr. Allen H. Wright 
made a statement of the situation 
to the Commission of Emergency 
Flood Relief of the Adjutant 
General’s office at Boston and 
from its secretary, Mr. W. A. 
Laughlin the following informa- 
tion was received: 

“Your letter has been referred 
to Mr. Curran of the Department 
of Agriculture who is_ in 
Connecticut valley handling the 
matter of plowing under river 
silt and I feel sure that every 
effort will be made to alleviate 
the condition now existing.” 

A large State tractor has been 
placed on the meadow near 
Bennett Meadow bridge and has 
already begun the working of 
plowing under the silt. Supple- 
mented with private tractors the 
plowing will proceed rapidly to 
the northward and it is hoped 
that very soon the problem of 
the dust will be settled.

Moody’s Advice Was 
Pray — Then Work

Dwight L. Moody, the famous 
evangelist, whose birth in 1837 
is being observed by the Moody 
Bible Institute in Chicago, was 
known far and wide for . his 
business sagacity, a trait that 
enabled him to raise millions for 
the great educational institutions 
which he founded. 

During the depression of the 
early 1890's, Moody’s advice on 
how to get employment was 
sought by so many people that 
he found it necessary to set down 
six rules for all tb follow. They 
were: 

First: Seek the kingdom of 
God and His righteousness, be- 
lieving His promise (which I 
never knew to fail), that all 
things will be added unto you. 

Second: Pray to God for work. 

Third: Be as patient as possi- 
ble during these times of hard- 
ship. 

Fourth: Look earnestly for 
work. 

Fifth: Take any honest em- 
ployment which offers itself, 

Sixth: Study economy. 

Hundreds of churches observ- 
ed “Moody Day” on February .2, 
and are planning for one-day 
Bible conferences during the 
years 1936 and 1937, the first of 
which marks the founding of the 
Moody Bible Institute in 1886, 
and the latter the birth of Mr. 
Moody in 1837. 

Outstanding speakers’ from 
Great Britain will apepar on the 
programs with Jeading American 
preachers and educators during 
the D. L. Moody Centenary and 
Moody Bible Institute Jubilee. 

Dr. Will H. Houghton, presi- 
dent of the Institute, visited 
Great Britain in April and May 
to extend an official invitation to 
participants in the land where 
Moody and Sankey first rose to 
fame.
